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Is Your Age Showing ? 


BY STUART COVINGTON 


You can camouflage your advancing years. 


“T’M MAKING all the money I can 
while I’m young,” a dentist recently 
told me. “I have to. Once [ start 
pushing 60, I’ll be washed up. Pa- 
tients just don’t want old dentists 
any more!” 

My friend, of course, was partly 
right. The call in every profession 
today is for the young and vigor- 
ous. Older physicians and dentists 
do lose some of their practice to 
younger members of their profes- 
sion. 

Many dentists “advertise” their 
advancing years by various habits, 
practices and characteristics. By 
eliminating these and following 
certain other steps, the dentist may 
be able to postpone a decline in his 
practice indefinitely and prove to 
patients and prospective patients 
that he still can perform skilled 
and effective work. 

Maintain Interest in Young People: 
Association with young persons 
helps the individual to maintain a 
more youthful personality. More 


important, association with chil- 
dren or young adults will help to 
dispel any belief that the dentist 
has become an old fogy. Volunteer 
to teach young people’s Sunday- 
school classes, take part in boy 
scout work or similar youth acti- 
vity. In addition to performing a 
worthy service, you will be reduc- 
ing any adverse influence the ad- 
vancing years may have on your 
personality and practice. 

Avoid Activities That Will Label 
You As An Oldster: Most of us 
are judged by the company we 
keep. Members of certain clubs and 
other groups sometimes are chiefly 
older persons. When the dentist is 
a member of such organizations, he 
may be branded a “gray head” 
even though he is considerably 
younger than its other members. 
Dentists anxious to “de-emphasize” 
their age will do well to steer clear 
of such groups. 

Maintain Up-To-Date Fixtures: 
Dentists are often “dated” by the 
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furnishings of their reception 
rooms. If furnishings, ornaments, 
and lighting are “out of style’— 
even though they are in good con- 
dition—the dentist may be termed 
“old and backward” by patients, 
because he fails to follow current 
trends. See to it that your recep- 
tion room is reasonably up to date 
—even though the styles may not 
appeal to you. 

Observe Careful Personal Groom- 
ing: All too often, elderliness and 
seediness go hand in hand. Besides 
creating an unfavorable impres- 
sion, sloppiness in any form spot- 
lights indications of old age. 
“Casual” dress—lack of tie, slack 
wearing and the like—produce the 
same results. A well-tailored suit 
and careful grooming, on the other 
hand, will minimize white hair and 
wrinkles. It is unnecessary to be- 
come a fashion plate to camouflage 
advancing years, but a trim ap- 
pearance becomes increasingly im- 
portant for the dentist, as his birth- 
days multiply. 

Obtain Ample Rest: Diminished 
alertness, energy, and general in- 
efficiency, are among the handicaps 
of old age. Thus, it is important 
that the best qualities of these at- 
tributes be preserved as well as 
possible. No substitute for ade- 
quate rest has yet been devised for 
this purpose. Try to get at least 
eight hours’ sleep every night. If 
possible, try to take a brief midday 
nap before returning to work in 
the afternoon. 

Avoid Extreme Economy: As he 
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grows older, the dentist will na- 
turally try to lay aside as much as 
possible for his retirement. Thrift 
should certainly be the dentist’s 
watchword in his later years, but 
if he becomes excessively economi- 
cal, he is likely to defeat his pur- 
pose. Miserliness is a characteristic 
of the elderly, and if the dentist ac- 
quires a reputation for penny- 
pinching, it may be construed as a 
sign of advancing age. By all means, 
try to stretch every dollar as far as 
possible, but do not adopt economy 
measures that will attract the at- 
tention of those with whom you 
deal. Saving a few dollars on an 
occasional purchase may result in 
a loss of far more substantial pro- 
portions through reduced practice. 
Participate in Local Activities: A 
healthy interest in current affairs 
keeps one mentally fit, diverts one’s 
thoughts from aches and pains, and 
shows fellow citizens that you are 
still energetic and anxious to serve 
your community. One of the most 
active and successful civic leaders 
known to me was an elderly man 
long past 70 who still derived keen 
pleasure from his various commun- 
ity activities. The dentist is unable 
to devote as much time to public 
service as his neighbors in some 
other fields, but it will be well for 
him to give as large a share of his 
time as possible to these activities. 
Don’t Attempt To Canceal Ill 
Health: Since the dentist is not 
immune to the ailments that arrive 
with advancing years, he will be 
unwise to attempt concealment of 
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their visitations. Advising patients 
that he is “taking a brief vacation” 
when actually he is abed with a 
troublesome kidney or touch of the 
pleurisy or that he “was just feel- 
ing out of sorts,” may eventually 
generate the belief that the dentist’s 
condition is far graver than it actu- 
ally is. Giving the whole story— 
telling the nature of the dentist’s 
ailment and its effect upon him— 
will spike such harmful rumors. 

Maintain Regular Office Hours: 
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time to “take things easy,” and 
promptly reduces his office hours 
or takes a couple of days off each 
week. Such procedure is not advis- 
able for dentists attempting to de- 
emphasize their age. Patients and 
prospective patients are likely to 
consider the change an indication 
that the dentist is “on his last 
legs” and visit other dentists in the 
future. Old age cannot be hidden, 
but it is possible to minimize the ef- 
fects it will have on your practice. 


The dentist who has a comfortable 
sum “put by” and is beginning to 
feel his years, often decides it is

FOR SEVERAL months I had been 
busy collecting and analyzing ma- 
terial for a proposed dental article, 
which I had tentatively titled THE 
PuBLIc AND THE DENTIST. My ob- 
jective was to find out if there were 
changes in the attitudes and rela- 
tionships of the public to the mem- 
bers of the dental profession. 

On a particularly warm evening 
my telephone rang. The voice at 
the other end belonged to a dentist 
I had met several times. Would I 
be able to come over and see him 
late that evening? If so, he would 
have material for me for a dental 
article. He did not tell me the na- 
ture of it, but at nine o’clock I was 
in the living room of his combined 
home-dental office. 
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“Would dentists be interested in 
the failure story of a colleague?” 
he asked. 

“That depends,’ I sort of 
hedged, “on the way it which it is 
done. If you wrote a book entitled 
How I Mabe A BILLion AND You 
Can Do THE SAME, it ought to be 
a good seller. But if you wrote a 
book and called it How I Lost 
My BILLIon, it might be a flop. 
Yet if you used the same material 
to show the average man how to 
keep his money, it would be a good 
seller. If in whatever happened to 
you, there were elements that could 
serve as guideposts to the average 
dentist, then the reading of such 
an article would be worth while. 
Otherwise it would be better if it 
were never written.”

eral minutes before speaking. as 
though to make several adjust- 
ments in what he had to say. Then 
he continued. He said that he had 
studied dentistry because he de- 
finitely wanted to be a dentist. He 
could have gone into business with 
his father—his record at dental 
school was good. In addition, there 
were certain personal features 
about himself, which could be la- 
beled as assets in becoming a suc- 
cessful dentist. His appearance is 
pleasant. Physically he is strong 
and can do a great deal of hard 
sustained work. Being something 
of an amateur artist, he has been 
able to visualize and plan his res- 
torations so that they blend well 
with the rest of a patient’s mouth. 

But what happened? After ten 
years of practicing dentistry in the 
same office, he is pulling up stakes 
and moving to another city to start 
all over again. Perhaps you might 
say he is running away from him- 
self. That is only partly true. Be- 
cause the self which can see its 
errors is no longer the self which 
made those errors. 

In common with a lot of other 
young men starting their first year 
of dental practice, a lot of advice 
was offered to him—from some of 
his relatives who were dentists, 
from men he had met, and from 
the articles he had read in the vari- 
ous professional journals. Now he 
knows what is wrong with the en- 
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tire “advice giving” attitude on the 
part of the person who either lis- 
tens to it or reads it. Somehow 
there is a mental bloc that reacts, 
“It can’t happen to me. I won’t 
make those mistakes. I am a dif- 
ferent type of person.” 

Maybe a lot of us who think we 
are adults have never grown up. 
We have to make the same mis- 
takes, and often pay dearly for 
them, to realize the advice we re- 
ceived was sound. The best atti- 
tude to take is to say: “The person 
giving the advice is my duplicate. 
I better pay heed to it.” I guess 
every dentist has read and knows 
the sound way to keep his ac- 
counts and records. But along the 
line little adjustments are made. 
And what happens? Something 
like the story about the little cracks 
in the dyke in Holland that be- 
came big leaks. You let this 
woman not pay one week nor the 
next. Then later the same situation 
arises and you slip into it. The 
patients become slow payers and 
debtors. What you fail to do is to 
weigh a situation that could seem 
meaningless, in terms of its long 
time effect upon yourself and your 
patients. Any dentist can justify 
it whenever he starts to make the 
first exception to a sound proce- 
dure. “Just this once,” is as sick- 
ening in the dental practice as it is 
when the fellow stands up against 
the loca] bar. 
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“When I start in again,” my 
friend went on, “I am going to 
have a little sign made which reads 
Just Tuts OncE. I read your arti- 
cle on cutting prices in the den- 
tal profession. I did it once—for 
a woman who had sent me a lot 
of ‘business... Then what hap- 
pened? Remarkable how all her 
friends and relatives know about 
it. Wanted the same treatment 
from me. And that is how I started 
to have two sets of prices. The kids 
in this neighborhood have an ex- 
pression about a ‘hole in the head.’ 
That applies to me. 

“T guess all of us have had, at 
some time or other, the type of pa- 
tient who literally and almost actu- 
ally eats out your heart. Without 
much effort the male or female 
version can give you ulcers. If you 
do not want this person as a pa- 
tient, the best thing is to ease the 
patient out and decide it is better 
another dentist do the suffering. 
Or you can get human nature 
down to such an understanding 
that you know how to handle the 
dificult patient. Often the patient 
who is difficult with one dentist is 
something like an angel with an- 
other dentist. It means you have 
to give more time and understand- 
ing to the little things that tell you 
how to beat a patient to the 
‘punch.’ 

“For instance, one of my pa- 
tients was having her teeth cleaned. 
Then when I finished, she insisted 
on examining all her teeth with my 
mirror. She began to point out 
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what she thought were ‘spots.’ She 
had me going over the teeth again 
and again. 

“I realize now I made my first 
terrible mistake when I let the pa- 
tient become my master. Finally, 
when [| thought I was finished, she 
told me how terribly careless | 
was. Then I lost my temper. Just 
this once! I gave her a loud tongue 
lashing. Never mind that I had 
four people in the reception room 
who heard me blow up. 

“Now I know what the depart- 
ment store executive meant when 
he once remarked that the cus- 
tomer was always right, so long 
as he was the customer. The opin- 
ion those four people in the recep- 
tion room had about me changed. 
And they talked. Remarkable how 
the gossip ring can work. I be- 
came the dentist with the terrible 
temper. Of course I lost patients. 
And what is more, I had wanted 
to build up my practice with chil- 
dren, and that went out of the win- 
dow. 

“Some time ago a psychologist 
said something iv me about temper 
control, I think every dentist ought 
to remember it and use it: ‘Just 
imagine that around your neck is 
a thin string. From it is suspended 
a bottle of nitroglycerin. If you 
dare to lose your temper, even to 
the slightest degree, the string will 
break. The bottle will hit the floor 
and then blow you up and every- 
thing around you. To lose your 
temper is to destroy yourself.’ ” 

A dentist is an important man 
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in his local community. My col- 
league realized this when he was 
asked to join a variety of organi- 
zations, which he did. For there 
was the chance to meet people. 
And the desired result was to get 
more patients. It worked out well 
for several years. In one organiza- 
tion he was asked to serve as presi- 
dent. Somewhat reluctantly, he ac- 
cepted. Two months later a small 
matter of internal regulation came 
up. It turned into a bitter fight. 
One side against the other. And 
on the other were many of his pa- 
tients. So he lost many of them, 
and they even turned into bitter 
enemies. There was no great mat- 
ter involved; no vital problem of 
the day; no basic issue at stake; 
no matter of Americanism, nor of 
freedom of speech. 

“This once I became involved 
in something meaningless that did 
me no good,” my friend explained. 
“Now I want to give you one more 
example. It concerns a decision 
that must often be faced by a den- 
tist; that is, whether or not to send 
the patient to a specialist or do it 
yourself. Of course, it hurts your 
ego at first to tell yourself and 
your patient that you cannot do 
something because a specialist is 
needed. Handled well, the patient 
will respect you. And he will con- 
tinue to be your patient. I thought 
I could do it, handle an unusual 
case myself, but it did not work 
out so well. I lost that patient, his 
family, and a lot of friends. 
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“You can use whatever I have 
told you in anyway you wish. But 
don’t use my name. And you cau 
make any comments you like.” 

Maybe a lot of dentists will think 
that this particular dentist should 
have remained and tried to re- 
build his practice. He must have 
felt it was easier to start over again 
somewhere else. But that, in my 
mind, presents a danger. Does it 
mean if he is not satisfied the next 
time, he will move? For what he is 
moving away from is something 
he cannot leave behind, namely 
himself, although one can change 
and does change, sometimes for 
the better, sometimes for the worse. 

It seems a little sad to me that 
the situation should reach such a 
climax. If the first of the month is 
bill day, then the second of the 
month should be “Introspection 
Day,” for a dentist who wants to 
check up on himself. Why not 
keep a secret monthly diary? Go 
over things that have happened. 
Could they have been improved? 
And also, look ahead to some sit- 
uations that might arise in the of- 
fice. How should you handle them? 

Just this once! It can affect a 
dental practice either favorably or 
unfavorably. I wonder how it 
would work out if a lot of dentists 
did establish “Introspection Day” 
and then held a sort of note ex- 
change clinic among themselves,

A policy of mutual helpfulness brings benefits both to the 


alumnus and his alma mater. 


DENTAL schools and dental educa- 
tion have come a long way since 
the early days. The standards and 
goals set and the requirements for 
entrance and preparation for a 
dental education are constantly be- 
ing evaluated, so that dentistry and 
medicine are now on a par as a 
health profession in the eyes of the 
public. However, I should like to 
ask, “Are the graduates properly 
meeting their responsibility to the 
institutions that are responsible for 
their position in life today, and 
which taught them their skills?” 
Many dentists occupy prominent 
places in their respective communi- 
ties. They not only have fine prac- 
tices, but manage to develop good 
investment programs. Mary are ac- 
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tive in all civic undertakings and 
take part in all charity drives. 
There is a debt owed to their dental 
school, which should command 
more than passing attention. 

The tuition paid by a student in 
dental school is only a fraction of 
the cost of maintaining a dental 
school. In school, as Doctor E. M. 
Bluestone so expertly puts it, “He 
learns his facts and laws, as he 
does his techniques, in order that 
he may be able to pass his examin- 
ations for admission to the practice 
of dental surgery and later draw 
his living from it.” But later, does 
he keep in touch with the institu- 
tion that is in a large measure re- 
sponsible for his place in society 
today? 
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Small business has become big 
business with increased costs, de- 
velopments and new-found prod- 
ucts and markets. Some products 
have even become outmoded be- 
cause of advances in this age of 
science and rapid changes. 

So it is with dental schools. The 
so-called private dental schools 
have now virtually disappeared, 
and every dental school is affiliated 
with an accredited university, 
which is as it should be. All are 
examined periodically, and all are 
required to maintain the high 
standards of the American Dental 
Association, which are set by the 
Council on Dental Education. This 
calls for the finest of dental facili- 
ties to be at the disposal of the den- 
tal student. Dental schools through- 
out the country are building new 
additions, modernizing old build- 
ings, and adding the newest equip- 
ment. This calls for increased 
funds, and although they are pro- 
vided for, there is much that can be 
done for and in dental schools be- 
yond those funds that are provided 
in the usual budget. 

There is always a need and use 
for special pieces of equipment 
that may cost from $100 to $1000, 
such as photographic equipment, 
electro-surgery machines, airdent 
machines, ultrasonic machines, 
cephalometers, nitrous oxide ma- 
chines, special high-speed equip- 
ment, microscopes and lights. These 
are just a few examples of special 
equipment that can be used to ad- 
vantage by a dental school. 
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Student aid funds without inter- 
est charges, from which any needy 
dental student can borrow for tui- 
tion or any other emergency, at 
the discretion of those in charge of 
the fund, are a most worthy under- 
taking. Establishment of merit or 
scholarship awards in different 
branches of dentistry are proper, 
and make for recognition in the 
different studies. Books for the 
school library are always needed. 

There is an untold number of 
good projects and special gifts that 
would be welcomed by any dental 
school from its alumni. However, 
the entire matter of education, and 
being made aware of the loyalty 
and responsibility, rests not entire- 
ly with the alumnus or graduate. 
Much of it lies with the school. 
Every dean, every faculty member, 
should bear in mind that each stu- 
dent is a potential alumnus, and 
always carries with him the mem- 
ory of his dental school tribulations 
and experiences. 

Dentists should be made aware 
of ithe vast amount of effort and 
cost that go into their training and 
that the school has a right to ex- 
pect them to give some of it back 
in various ways, when and if they 
are able. 

Your dental school should not be 
taken for granted. It needs your 
help and cooperation. Are you do- 
ing your part?

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HOW TO RELIEVE TENSION 


BECAUSE prevention of tension is not always feasible and there are situ- 
ations one cannot escape, a person is compelled to find means of relaxa- 
tion. The roads to relaxation are many and each person should select 
those which are suitable to his makeup, physique, interest and oppor- 
tunity. Physicians recommend the following ways to relax: 


1. Muscular ease—the physical comfort of muscular ease can initiate 


a temporary feeling of well-being. Complete physical and mental rest is 
the first road to relaxation. 


2. Water treatment—mankind loves the water and can find relaxa- 
tion, rest and refreshment from it. 


3. Exercise—physical activity, whether work or play and sometimes 
»f a strenuous degree, may alone provide escape from tension. 


4. Hobbies—as it is not always possible for a person to participate 
actively in exercise or hard physical work, hobbies offer a wide variety 
of ways to relax. 


5. Entertainment—when conditions of health and climate preclude 
active participation, entertainment such as that provided by “movies,” 
television, concerts, or the theater, relieve tension. 


6. A change of scenery—it is often advisable to get physically away 
from the annoyances of everyday living, the routine and the harshness 
that surround one, the demands of the family, the jangling of the tele- 
phone, and the ever-recurring problems. 


7. Reading and music—for most people reading and music are in- 
viting pathways to relaxation and are relatively inexpensive of time and 
energy. 


6. Fraternization—the tenseness one feels when alone may vanish 
when he or she participates in a group. 


9. Chemical aids—when efforts of relaxation fail, a physician may 
prescribe a sedative to be taken at the necessary time. 


10. Psychologic aids—in certain instances relaxation cannot be achieved 
by physical measures alone and will require psychologic techniques. 


11. Professional assistance—when the degree of tension and its per- 
sistence are beyond self-help, it becomes necessary to rely on the as- 
sistance of those professionally trained and experienced. 


12. Psychiatric help—when the tension arises from causes not easily re- 
lieved by the family physician, specialized psychiatric care is in order.—

WITH THREE names, two titles and 
more than a half-dozen professions 
and lucrative hobbies between 
them, it is understandable that Lieu- 
tenant Colonel and Mrs. Joseph 
Fields of Scott Air Force Base 
should often become confused.

tor, about a role. He gladly wel- 
comed her into the fold, and when 
she arrived to sign her contract, 
Colonel Fields came along. He did 
not get out without signing a con- 
tract of his own. 


So for two weeks of rehearsal. 
the “colonel and his lady” divided 
their time between dentistry and 
dramatics. For rehearsals, she 
drove from the base in time to meet 
the rest of the cast before noon, 
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and he finished his work at Scott 
before reporting for a late after- 
noon rehearsal. Then they drove 
both cars back to Belleville in the 
evening. For the weekly perform- 
ances, they drove over late each 
afternoon when he had completed 
his hours of dental duty. With that 
kind of schedule, the three weeks 
of rehearsals and performances 
took up less official time than a 
three-day pass. 

“Joe did not want to wear his 
uniform,” said his wife, “so I would 
have his civilian clothes waiting 
for him when he came home to 
change. He got so he could 
change in three minutes flat.” 


Career Versus Marriage 

When they came to the base last 
year on Colonel Field’s second 
tour of duty—he served in World 
War II and was recalled to active 
service—Jean gave up the career, 
which had given her top television 
assignments as well as acting 
honors. 

“I felt my marriage was the most 
important thing to me,” she said, 
‘and we agreed that if we did any 
theatrical or radio work, we would 
arrange it so we would not have to 
be separated. 

“But I had become so accus- 
tomed to using my maiden name 
that sometimes I would forget my 
married name. Not long ago I was 
supposed to assist at a tea for offi- 
cers’ wives, and when I looked on 
the board for my name tag, I could 
not find it. I told one of the other 
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women that apparently I was 
not scheduled to serve because my 
name was not there. 

“Oh, yes, it is,’ she told me. 
Then she took me over to the board 
and pointed it out. There it was, 
Jean Fields.” 

But the Colonel only laughs 
when she tells that story on herself 
and will gladly answer to “Mr. 
Wright” or even “Colonel Wright.” 
He is proud of her achievements, 
and during this interview kept 
prompting her on some point she 
had failed to mention. It was 
their common interest in dramatics 
which first brought them together 
in their home town of Toledo, 
Ohio. 

Jean had started her own career 
at the age of 5 when she toured 
Ohio as the bride in “Tom Thumb’s 
Wedding.” As a teen-ager, she de- 
veloped an avid interest in radio 
and was already becoming a vet- 
eran broadcaster at 16. She then 
went into summer stock and later 
launched a radio Children’s Thea- 
ter, writing more than 300 original 
fairy tales for the children to pro- 
duce. 

Meanwhile, Joe had left Toledo 
to study dentistry at the University 
of Pittsburgh, but he still had time 
to continue his earlier interest in 
acting, and after he received his 
diploma was able to combine the 
two professions, appearing in plays 
on the stage and over the air. He 
had returned to Toledo, and was 
appearing in a Little Theater play 
there when he was introduced to 
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his new leading lady, Jean Wright. 

A few years later they were 
married and both were on radio 
programs in Toledo before moving 
to California, where Joe had his 
private dental practice prior to en- 
tering military service. 

In California, Jean was associ- 
ated with some of the top flight 
radio and television shows. She 
wrote adaptations for FAMILY 
THEATER and PLACE THE FACE. 
She directed LEAvE IT To THE 
GiRLs, for both radio and televi- 
sion, and has produced programs 
starring Danny Thomas, Frances 
Langford, Don Ameche and Bob 
Hawk. 

She also became the only woman 
newsfeature editor for the Amer- 
ican Broadcasting Company in 
Hollywood, and directed that net- 
work’s coverage of the formation 
of the United Nations. 


Recent Appearances 

In recent stage appearances she 
was seen with June Lockhart in 
Joun Loves MAry and with Con- 
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stance Bennett in OVER 21 and 
SKYLARK. She has played leading 
roles in My SIsTeEr EILEEN, Mrs. 
MOONLIGHT, STAGE Door, PuR- 
SUIT OF HAPPINEss, OUR Town, 
and many other dramatic presenta- 
tions, as well as such television 
shows as HAppy JOURNEY, and 
DEATH VALLEY Days. 

The colonel has appeared in 
Stace Door, Boy MEETs GIRL, 
GOODBYE AGAIN, OuR TOWN, and | 
PURSUIT OF HAPPINESS, and in the 
popular musical THE DESERT SONG. 
In addition to his acting talents he 
has an excellent voice and was pre- 
paring for the Metropolitan Opera 
auditions when he went into serv- 
ice for the first time.

PRESCRIPTION writing in dentistry 
is a phase that has been grossly 
neglected by dentists for many 
years. It is only in recent years that 
the practice of prescribing by the 
dentist for some specific condition 
has become more and more pop- 
ular in lieu of a proprietary pre- 
paration directed to treat certain 
mouth conditions in general, but 
which is not a specific for any. 

In the early development of den- 
tistry, only a little over one hun- 
dred years ago, and up until com- 
paratively recently, the attention of 
the dentist was centered chiefly on 
dental prosthesis and extractions. 
As time went on and the import- 
ance of dentistry in relation to the 
biologic function of the body be- 
came more and more apparent, the

scope was increased to include all 
tissues, both hard and soft, in the 
mouth; and the medical aspects re- 
ceived increasing emphasis. Mod- 
ern dentistry is justly considered 
one of the highest specialized 
branches of medicine dealing with 
diagnosis and treatment of most 
pathologic conditions of both the 
hard and soft tissues of the oral 
cavity. 

The pharmacist, with his special 
knowledge of the physical, chemi- 
cal, and therapeutic properties of 
drugs, is in a valuable position to 
render the same type of service to 
the dentist as to the physician. 

In recent years, there has been 
shown an increased interest in den- 
tal pharmacy. There has also been 
shown a greater interest on the 
part of the dental profession in the 
proper use of drugs in dentistry. 
The Council on Dental Therapeu- 
tics is active in this respect. 
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Cooperation between the den- 
tist and pharmacist will result 
in better treatment for the oral 
cavity. 


The dentists have recognized 
that the pathology of the mouth is 
rather variable in character and 
that a preparation which is benefi- 
cial in one case is not necessarily 
effective in another. By preparing 
an individual prescription for the 
patient, specifying the exact drugs 
in such concentrations as are 
deemed advisable for the particu- 
lar case and giving proper direc- 
tions for use, and by subsequent 
examination of treatment progress, 
new prescriptions can be written 
as pathologic conditions change. In 
this way, the patient receives the 
benefit of the professional training 
of both the dentist and the phar- 
macist, and much better results 
may be obtained than could or- 
dinarily occur in a process of self- 
medication with a package prepar- 
ation, 


Obtain a Narcotic License 

There has been a hesitancy on 
the part of some dentists to exer- 
cise the privilege of prescription 
writing, which may have its basis 
in the limited amount of study 
given to the subject in undergradu- 
ate courses, lack of a complete un- 
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derstanding of the use and dosage 
of drugs, or an uncertainty as to 
the use of so-called wonder drugs. 
Some of the reasons for not exer- 
cising the privilege of writing more 
prescriptions may be attributed to 
the fact that rather than “bother.” 
the dentist is prone to let the phy- 
sician in association prescribe, 
which in turn places a limitation 
on the services rendered to the pa- 
tient by the dentist. Many dentists 
do not go to the effort of obtaining 
a narcotic license, which also nar- 
rows their field of service to their 
patients. Many conditions requir- 
ing early diagnosis and treatment 
are first brought to the attention of 
the dentist, and a knowledge of 
such is valuable in obtaining a suc- 
cessful treatment. Pregnant patients 
often are seen early by the dentist. 
affording an opportunity to pre- 
scribe from a dental point of view 
to the advantage of both the mother 
and child. Treatment of pain aris- 
ing from erupting teeth or chang- 
ing dentition can be given as a val- 
uabile aid. 

The dentist and pharmacist in 
cooperation can do much toward 
furnishing a better service to the 
patient and. at the same time, ele- 
vating the type of professional 
treatment received.

Dental Needs 
Cited at Opening 
of New California 


Dental College 


SPEAKING at the recent dedication 
of the $1,000,000 dental school 
building at the College of Medical 
Evangelists, Loma Linda, Califor- 
nia, Doctor Willard C. Fleming, 
dean of the dental school at the 
University of California, said that 
the new mode of dental practice 
“calls upon us to consider patients 
as human beings with all their 
social, economic and emotional 
facets.” 

Doctor Fleming said too that 
dental school faculties are not al- 
ways well chosen. “For the most 
part, although they are competent 
professional people, they are ama- 
teurs in the methods of education,” 
he said. 

Also speaking at the convocation 
were Doctor Tracy E. Strevey, dean 
of the college of letters, arts and 
sciences at the University of South- 
ern California; M. Webster Prince. 
dean of the new school of dentis- 
try; and H. L. Rudy, vice president 
of the general conference of Sev- 
enth-day Adventists. 

Illustrative of the cooperative 
spirit prevailing among the profes- 
sors on the Loma Linda campus is 
a recent gesture of thoughtfulness. 
Learning that a new faculty mem- 
ber, Doctor Melvin Lund. was 
scheduled to arrive on the campus, 
but with no place to live, several 
dental officials succeeded in lo- 
cating a two-bedroom home, which 
was much in need of paint. Like a 
band of crusaders, a crew of dental 
professors—Dean Prince, Doctors 
Lloyd Baum, Ralph Steinman, Ross 
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Instructors in the School of Dentistry at the Loma Linda College of Medi- 


cal Evangelists trying to aid an incoming professor by redecorating his 
home before his arrival. But—after a day of hard work—they found a far 


better home for less rent. 


Stromberg, and Harold Schnepper 
—decided to redecorate the house. 
However, after a day of painting, 
Doctor Prince discovered that a 
larger and better house was avail- 
able for less rent. Obviously it was 
the superior selection. 5o all their 


painting was in vain, and the only 
person to profit was the owner of 
the refinished house. Then too, 
Doctor Prince discovered that he 
had lost his watch during the op- 
eration, perhaps in a bucket cf 
paint.

IT 1s probable that the predominant 
long-term objective of the profes- 
sional man is that his children shall 
receive the same standard of edu- 
cational advantages that he himself 
received. It will be generally agreed 
that this is right. morally, socially, 
and economically. From the eco- 
nomic aspect alone, university 
training is more than worth while: 
it is a statistical fact that it will 
increase average lifetime earnings 
hy mere than $100,000. 

But turning objective into at- 
tained fact presents certain prob- 
lems. Minimum expenditure per 
year for tuition and books in col-

lege is approximately $1,000; few 
men can meet such a sum wholly 
out of current income. Advance 
savings, therefore, are necessary; 
the earlier commenced, the easier 
the task: for example, $183 per 
year will provide the essential 
$1,000 per year for four years 
starting at age eighteen, if com- 
menced before the child is six 
months old; but $278 is required 
by age five; and $434 by age nine. 

The next question arising is that 
of the savings medium. Ordinary 
investment in securities has two 
disadvantages; first, that the mar- 
ket may be disadvantageous at the 
child’s college age and there will be 
no time to await a favorable change 
in the market; second, the interest 
earnings of such investments, even 
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though registered in the name of 
the child, are fully taxable to in- 
come of the parent, thus accruals 
are largely lost and compounding 
of interest an impossibility. Real 
property investment is even more 
difficult since the swings in such 
values are much slower than those 
of securities. 

Finally, there is the vital ques- 
tion of what happens to the educa- 
tion fund in the event of the fath- 
er’s premature death or his disabil- 
ity for an important period of time 
during the child’s minority. Obvi- 
ously insurance alone among the 
various types of investment can 
meet this important contingency, 
and insurance is one of the few 
forms of savings which can be halt- 
ed, by the “paid-up” option at any 
stage without forced liquidation or 
loss. Further, insurance presents 
the only form of interest earning 
investment which is free of income 
tax. 

With the exceptional advantages, 
which insurance presents, it is un- 
fortunate that so often professional 
men are sold types of contracts 
which are ill-adapted for an “edu- 
cational fund.” Whole life or lim- 
ited payment life taken on the life 
of the father will produce requisite 
funds only in the event of the death 
of the father before the child reach- 
es college age, and the so-called al- 
ternative of the “cash surrender 
value” will produce a sum totally 
inadequate to the need. It should 
be added that it is not often that 
the cash value plus all “dividends” 
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will equal even the original prem- 
iums. 

The alternative approach so of- 
ten observed of, say, a “20 Pay 
Life” on the life of the child is 
even more unsatisfactory since the 
capital sum is not produced even 
by the death of the father, and the 
“cash surrender value” is as inade- 
quate as in the case of the contract 
on the father’s life. 

We have before us an example 
of a “20 Pay Life” case in which 
a dentist has undertaken an “Edu- 
cational Plan” for which he is pay- 
ing $58.31 annually. In thirteen 
years, when the child is 18, he will 
have paid in $758.03, but in return 
will receive only $492.50 for the 
total educational fund. Alternative- 
ly, Cash Option at age 25 would be 
$805, but he will have paid in 
$1,166.20. Obviously, it would be 
far better for him to put the money 
in the bank, or even to make an 
investment which, even after a sub- 
stantial depreciation in value, would 
still return more than he is obtain- 
ing under this contract. It is an 
example of the many misuses of 
insurance for educational purposes, 
which have come to our attention. 

A fifteen or twenty-year endow- 
ment is less unsatisfactory since it 
can be made to produce the full 
sum required, but such contracts 
contain a mortality charge against 
the life of the child, and this de- 
vours the interest earnings to the 
extent that normally only the orig- 
inal premiums are returned, even 
after allowing for “dividends.” 
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The only type of insurance con- 
tract efficiently performing the task 
of providing an educational fund 
is the “Child’s Education and De- 
ferred Insurance” contract includ- 
ing waiver of premium in the event 
of the disability or death of the 
father. This contract will produce 
the full sum required for the edu- 
cation of the child in all circum- 
stances: the father alive and well, 
alive but disabled, or deceased. The 
premiums are free from mortality 
charge on the child’s life, and it is 
thus a profitable form of savings— 
particularly after tax is considered 
—whilst the provisions for auto- 
matic completion in unfortunate 
circumstances make it the conclu- 
sive answer to the problem. 


Savings and Protection 

Over and beyond the primary 
consideration of insuring the 
child’s insurability throughout his 
own life: first, to ensure that he 
will be free of the handicap of go- 
ing through life without insurance, 
since a small but definite number 
of children reach adulthood totally 
uninsurable; and second, to secure 
for the child the advantage of sub- 
stantial savings; for example, the 
$183 premium referred to above 
will also insure without medical 
evidence—$30,000 of whole life in- 
surance or $25,000 endowment at 
age 65—a cost of less than one- 
third that which the child would 
have to pay at say, age 25, even if 
a “first-class risk” at that time. 
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In the case of a girl, a university 
education is not so unqualifiably 
essential as for a boy, but most 
professional families today desire 
college for their daughters. For a 
girl there is at least one contract 
available which provides an option 
that she may transfer the insurance 
on her own life, after the option 
age and her marriage, to the life of 
her husband without medical evi- 
dence of his insurability, and the 
contract remaining her property, 
free of inheritance tax. Thus it is 
possible even in infancy to guar- 
antee the economic security of a 
daughter and her future children. 

Both the Education Benefit and 
the Deferred Insurance Benefit can 
be exercised, if the Education Ben- 
efit is taken as a loan to be repaid 
after the child is established in a 
profession or business. Option ages 
of both 21 and 25 are available. 
but 25 is preferable for the child 
who will enter the professions, as 
this allows for training and estab- 
lishment in practice before assum- 
ing responsibility for his own con- 
tract. 

In summary, it is possible to se- 
cure the child’s education and a 
choice of other advantages having 
an important effect throughout life, 
a savings medium which is at once 
profitable and secure in all pre- 
dictable circumstances. But great 
care must be exercised in selection 
of the means because there are 
many pitfalls in several directions.

Atlanta (Georgia) Journal: A _pro- 
gram of scholarship aid for deserving 
dental students has been inaugurated by 
the Georgia Dental Association through 
the generosity of Doctor Semon Eisen- 
berg. The Savannah dentist offered to 
give through the Association an annual 
scholarship award. His offer was ac- 
cepted and the president of the Associa- 
tion, Doctor William Weichselbaum, 
Junior, also of Savannah, appointed a 
special committee to draft the rules and 
regulations controlling the annual award. 
Officials of the Association hope that the 
announcement of this first award will 
prompt other members to contribute to 
the scholarship fund. 


Baldwin Park (California) Rotary 
Hub: Doctor Robert T. Craig, president 
of the Cactus Society of America and 
author of the MAMMILLARIA HANDBOOK, 
is a dentist of Baldwin Park, California. 
He is widely known for his extensive 
botanical research. Last summer he was 
invited to address the International Bo- 
tanical Congress in Zurich, Switzerland. 
Later he lectured at meetings of the 
Royal Horticulture Society in London, 
Edinburgh and Glasgow. He also showed 


color slides made on his collecting trips 
—some of plants only recently discovered 
in South America and as yet unnamed, 
others showing scenes in Mexico. While 
on the European tour, he visited ten 
countries and made nearly a thousand 
color photographs,:‘many of them botan- 
ical subjects. 


Rochester (New York) Times Union: 
The first dean of the University of 
Rochester School of Medicine and Den- 
tistry, Doctor George H. Whipple, was 
honored recently as “the father of teach- 
ers’ in dental education. The occasion 
was the twenty-fifth year celebration of 
the University’s dental research fellow- 
ship program. Doctor Whipple. dean 
emeritus and professor of pathology 
emeritus, was largely responsible for 
founding the program. He was intro- 
duced by Doctor Harold C. Hodge, one 
of the first dental fellows, who said 
Doctor Whipple had become “in dental 
education the father of teachers, as his 
alma mater Johns Hopkins was to medi- 
cal education fifty years ago.” Doctor 
Alan Gregg, vice president of the Rocke- 
feller Foundation, said Doctor Whipple 
was one of the principal factors in the 
success of the program. 


Norfolk (Virginia) Virginian-Pilot: 
During the past three years, Doctor J. C. 
Overbey has boated a total of eight blue 
marlin with a combined weight of 2,800 
pounds, outfishing all others in the wa- 
ters of the Gulf Stream off Hatteras, 
North Carolina. In 1953, he landed a 
570-44-pound marlin, which was _ the 
largest of its species taken anywhere in 
the world during that year. In 1954 he 
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won a national award for a 442-pound 
blue marlin. 

Doctor Overbey has made most of his 
catches from his private cruiser Snapper 
II, which he berths at Foster’s Quay in 
Hatteras each year during the billfishing 
season. He has done much for the devel- 
opment of this type of fishing in Hat- 
teras waters. With Al Ferguson of Wash- 
ington, D. C., he has organized the Cape 
Hatteras Bill Fish Club, with objectives 
of promoting big game fishing and also 
conserving billfishing for future years. 
A photograph of the cockpit of his 
Snapper II in color was featured on the 
cover of the October issue of The Fisher- 
man. 


Chicago (Illinois) Tribune: Named 
Cook of the Month by the Chicago Tri- 
bune, Doctor Charles A. Dayton, a den- 
tist of Galesburg, Illinois, received $100 
from this newspaper for his original 
French Toast recipe. It appeared as a 
$5 daily favorite in the Topay WiTH 
WOMEN section. 

Doctor Dayton’s chief hobby is cook- 
ing, and he prefers to be original with 
everything he makes from appetizers to 
desserts, according to Mary Meade, food 
editor of the Tribune. He scorns the 
use of recipes and likes to wander into 
the kitchen and just start mixing foods 
that will taste well together. One of his 
original dishes is “Nut and Sherry 
Chicken.” He also enjoys fishing, canoe 
trips, camping outdoors, and likes to 
make biscuits, cakes, muffins and pies 
over a campfire. 

Another practical hobby in which Doc- 
tor Dayton excells is interior decorating. 
He has almost completely redone the in- 
terior of his large old brick home, which 
he and his wife Frances, a pediatrician, 
have occupied for the last eight months. 


Scranton (Pennsylvania) Scrantonian: 
Doctor W. E. Kelly, who practiced den- 
tistry in this city for a half century, now 
84 years old, admits he cannot bring 
himself to a complete retirement. He has 
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a dental office at his Elk Lake home. 
The majority of his patients come from 
the rural region nearby. They are not 
numerous and that pleases Doctor Kelly 
and gives him ample time to pursue 
vigorously his hobby of gardening. He 
grows almost all truck garden crops on 
the land around his Elk Lake home. 


Greenville (South Carolina) News: 
Doctor John W. Douglass, Junior, a den- 
tist, has been granted a patent that cov- 
ers an improved shoe brush having a 
hollow resilient handle of plastic mate- 
rial, which holds a quantity of liquid 
shoe polish. Means is provided for feed- 
ing the shoe polish out on to the bristles 
of the brush as required. 


Seattle (Washington) Post Intelligen- 
cer: Since childhood, Doctor Richard L. 
Cassell has made a hobby of the study 
of bats. He is now considered an out- 
standing authority on the world’s only 
flying mammal. He not only raises but 
praises them. In fact, he characterizes 
himself as a one-man crusade for better 
public relations for bats. He reports that 
they are easy to train to perform tricks, 
are among the cleanest and gentlest of 
all wild animals, and are a great aid to 
farmers and rural residents, as they do 
much to keep the insect life in Calli- 
fornia at a low level. 


Denver (Colorado) Post: The sixty-five 
room Drake Hotel, 1342 Glenarm Place, 
has been sold to Doctor E. L. Brown, 
dentist of Arthur, Illinois, for more than 
$100,000. Ross E. Burns, president of 
Hotels Incorporated of Denver, said that 
his company will operate the hotel for 
the new owner.

Tulsa (Oklahoma) World: His enthu-

SOMETHING FOR YOUR TIRED FEELING 


A PHYSICIAN writing in Medical Economics’ to his colleagues tells them 


a few simple things to do to cut down on unnecessary fatigue. The same 
suggestions may be applied to dentists. 

The dentist should look over his surroundings because in his office he 
may have some of the annoyances that preduce frustration from which 
stems fatigue. Working in tight, cluttered quarters, is one frustration- 
inducing experience. Most of us would be better off if we took a look 
around our office with the idea of seeing what we could discard so we 
could get a bit more working room. If it is something that we cannot 
throw out, is it something that we might replace with a smaller and more 
compact piece of fuurniture or equipment? 

The colors of the walls of our offices may be jarring to us and lead to 
fatigue. The advice given is to avoid white walls and emphasize medium 
greens and yellow. If you do not care for these combinations, work out 
color patterns that are restful to you. In addition to the color of the walls 
is the threat of glare in a dental office that bombards our eyes and 
produces tiredness, The glare from highly polished pieces of equipment, 
from mirrors and from sterilizers, should be reduced by regulating the 
sources of both natural and artificial light. 

The dentist sits at his desk occasionally; at his laboratory bench more 
often. He spends most of the time at the dental chair if he is productively 
employed. Here is where he opens the way to unnecessary fatigue. The 
dentist must learn to work from an operating stool. He cannot work in 
a cramped and bent standing position for years without expecting to pay 
in ill-health for his postural malpositions. He should use a heavy mat 


under foot. The comfort of the patient is important but not necessarily

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so important as the comfort of the dentist. The patient spends only a few 
hours in the course of his life in the dental chair, the dentist spends 
a large share of his life at the chair. 

Doctor Sherman advises his medical colleagues that it is better to get 
to work a little earlier so it will not be necessary to work late. It is also 
important that the dentist learn the skill of managing time. Hurry and 
bustle, flying into work without plan, crowding appointments, a recep- 
tion room filled with irritated patients, are factors that lead to stress. 
In turn, stress points to fatigue and ill-health. 

The dentist should spend some time during his work day in solitude, 
with his feet off the floor. Doctor Sherman suggests that the physician 
cultivate the habit of sitting down and putting his feet on the desk 
whenever a patient is not present. This is not a particularly dignified 
position, but it is good for the circulation. The same practice should be 
sood for the dentist. 

Moderate exercise and nonprofessional diversions help to build up 
resistance against fatigue. No one can tell another what form his exercise 
should take or suggest what hobbies should be cultivated. The dentist 
should find time in every day to exercise a little and to do something 
of an avocational nature. He should enjoy doing both and not look upon 
either as a chore. 

Some self-pitying and some fatiguing habits that we can avoid are: 

“Dwelling on future appointments and groaning over the heavy load 
of work coming up tomorrow or next week. 

“Talking about impending difficulties to friends or associates. 

“Making it a matter of pride that | am continually rushed. 

‘“Lugging paperwork home, and expecting my family to sympathize 
with me.” 

The tired feeling is the price that the dentist pays while he struggles 
to relieve the pains and annoyances of his fellows. Some of the stresses 
in dental practice may be eliminated if the dentist develops the habit of 
a yearly self-audit. This is the good time of the year to make such an 


appraisal.

Obtaining Good Relationship of Porcelain

Jacket Die to Adjacent Teeth 


By JOSEPH A. SLOAN, DDS 


Drawings by Dorothy Sterling 
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Wrap a copper band (of 
the same size used to take 
the die impression of the 
prepared tooth) with heavy 
paper, 242” long and as 
wide as the band. Fasten 
with Scotch brand tape. Re- 


move from band. Contour. 





Soften modeling compound 
tracing stick. Work com- 
pound into the paper band. 
Cut away the excess com- 
pound. 


With a hot spatuia, soften 
the compound at one end of 
the tube. Press onto tooth 
and hold in place until 
hard. 
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Cut away the paper band. 
Remove impression and 
trim until incisal is short of 
incisal plane, and mesial 
and distal provide clear- 
ance for plaster. 


With a warm spatula, make 
undercuts in the compound 
to furnish retention for the 
plaster. 
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Place impression on tooth. 
Seat carefully. Take im- 
pression in fast-setting plas- 
ter to obtain a compound 
impression locked in a 
plaster impression which 
delineates adjacent teeth.

A.—Powdered resin is added to 
zinc oxide and eugenol for tem- 
porary cementation.—V. C. SMED-

infected Teeth and Iritis 


Q.—I am sending you full mouth 
roentgenograms of a woman patient who 
is approximately 45 years old. 

She has been having difficulty with 
her eyes, which was diagnosed by her 
physician as iritis. 

In 1952 she had the same disorder, 
and residual roots were removed from 
the upper right second molar area. The 
condition of her eyes returned to nor- 
mal until recently when her difficulty re- 
curred. Her physician is unable to find 
what is causing it. 

In my opinion, the upper right first 
molar was questionable, but upon using 
heat, cold, and a vitality tester, it re- 
sponded normally. 

I should appreciate your opinion on 
whether her teeth could be the cause of 
this condition, or if there is some in- 
fection in the area where the teeth have 
been removed.—R. C. L., Nebraska. 

A.—The history of your pa- 
tient’s case of iritis having im- 
proved upon the removal of pre- 
sumably infected roots is in keep- 
ing with many cases of iritis that 


have come under our care. There- 


fore, you are wise to check care- 
fully the present condition of the 
woman’s mouth. 

However, as I[ examine the 
roentgenograms enclosed with your 
letter and note your report on the 
vitality test of the right maxillary 
first molar, I do not believe it can 
be condemned. The root apices of 
this tooth and of the rest of the 
teeth appear nonpathologic. More- 
over, there has been no perceptible 
resorption of the alveolar crests, so 
apparently there is no periodontal 
disease. Each maxillary first molar 
has a large pulp nodule, but inas- 
much as the vitality of these teeth 
is normal and the root apices are 
normal, they should be considered 
negative.—G. R. WARNER. 


Hypersensitive Palate 


Q.—A patient has been referred to 
me who finds it impossible to wear an 
upper denture because of a hypersensi- 
tive condition of the posterior half of 
the palate, the part supplied by the pos- 
terior palatine nerve. 

If I injected alcohol in the posterior 
palatine foramen, do you think it would 
reduce this sensitivity?—A. G. R., Mas- 
sachusetts. 

A.—I have never heard of in- 
jecting alcohol into the posterior 
palatine canal, but you could try it. 


I should think though, it might be 


better to resort to a roofless upper 
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denture. The technique described 
by Doctor L. A. Hawkes! or Doc- 
tor Joseph M. Purcell? could be 
used satisfactorily. 

The important thing, whether 
you follow these particular proce- 
dures or not, is to impress the bor- 
der of the denture somewhat into 
compressible tissue along the pala- 
tal side of the ridge and across the 
tuberosities. Reduce the width of 
the seal across hard areas to a 
narrow line, increasing it where 
tissue is more compressible and 
also, of course, provide a careful 
muscle trimmed seal around the 
buccal and labial surfaces. Next, 
it is important that the teeth be set 
over the ridges in balanced occlu- 
sion with the heaviest contact on 
the lingual cusps.—YV. C. SMEb- 
LEY. 


Xerostomia 


Q.—About thirty years ago I con- 
structed an aluminum upper denture 
for a woman who is now over ninety 
years old. She wears a vulcanite lower 
denture. 

She complains of a dry mouth and her 
physician advised her that this condi- 
tion is caused by the chemical action 
of the aluminum denture. I feel her 
condition is caused by the natural dry- 
ing up of her glands due to age or pos- 
sibly the drugs she is taking. 

May I have your comment?—N. S. C., 
Iowa. 

A.—I have never heard of alu- 
minum being the cause of xerosto- 


mia or the lack of saliva flow. I,

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therefore, think that your diagno. 
sis sounds much more logical than 
this physician’s. However, what 
would you think of jumping this 
old denture to plastic, since I have 
never seen as old an aluminum 
plate as this that did not show con. 
siderable disintegration and sepa- 
ration of the aluminum base from 
the vulcanite in places, making it 
unsanitary to say the least.— V. C. 
SMEDLEY. 


Painless Extraction Causes 
Syncope 

Q.—I need help to determine why 
this symptom exists in the case I am 
about to describe. 

The patient is a man, 48 to 50 years 
of age, of good habits, able to work 
every day without sickness or disability 
that he is aware of, heavy but not 
overweight, moderate temperament, not 
much color to his skin at any time. 

Here is what I have done for him 
and the results: 

I have never given premedication be- 
cause of his apparent calmness before 
the operation. About three years ago | 
extracted an anterior tooth for him, us- 
ing monocaine as a local anesthetic. 
He had considerable bleeding, but did 
not feel generally ill after the operation. 
He left my office promptly when the 
bleeding was checked and walked a 
short distance to his home. 

Almost one year ago today, using a 
monocaine HCl 2 per cent with epine- 
phrine 1:50000, I extracted a lower 
molar for him. 

The patient declared there was no 
pain, yet within one minute he had 
collapsed. I followed standard proce- 
dures, lowered or made the chair as 
level as I could, used one capsule of 
ammonia inhalent, and not finding him 
regaining consciousness as rapidly as 
he should, I used one ampule (3 mm.) 
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amyl nitrite. He was unconscious twenty 
minutes, then recovered and drove his 
car home. 

Today I extracted another lower 
molar, using Ravocaine® and a mandi- 
bular block. I aspirated before the man- 
dibular injection. The operation was 
successful from the surgical point of 
view. The patient sat up, cleared his 
mouth of blood, and then settled back 
in the head rest. Within a minute he 
was unconscious. It was difficult to get 
any pulse. He was limp. He had no 
color in his face. His breathing was 
shallow. I used an ammonia inhalent as 
previously. There was little response. I 
then gave him 1 cc. caffeine sodioben- 
zoate hypodermically. Still there was no 
noticeable response. I then gave him 
oxygen for over three minutes, until I 
could see signs of recovery; that is, 
pulse, respiration, and circulation. He 
was discharged about two hours after 
the operation. Next time it will be a 
hospital job!—W. G. J., Massachusetts. 

A.—You have treated this man 
with much more than average den- 
tal skill and good judgment on 
each of the three occasions de- 
scribed. I certainly agree with you 
that any further extraction should 
be a hospital job with a physician 
and hospital facilities to share the 
responsibility.—V. C. SMEDLEY. 


Child’s Denture 


Q.—To the many difficult problems 
answered in OrAL Hycirene, I should 
like to add my own little problem. 

Recently a new young patient, age 11, 
was recommended for dental treatment. 
Upon examination, I found the child 
to have good teeth except that she re- 
cently had had three extractions. These 
teeth were the lower permanent first 
and second molars and the upper left 
second molar. All her other teeth are in 
good occlusion and normal alignment. 
My problem is one of replacement, 
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which is necessary to prevent the ex- 
trusion of the upper left first molar 
and imbalancing of the left side. Con- 
sidering the patient’s age, I feel this 
is a delicate situation, and truthfully, 
I have never had this problem before. 
I call upon your vast experience to help 
me decide the outcome.—E. S., New 
York. 

A.—tThis is a problem. It may 
be that eventually the third molars 
will come into useful position. Have 
you “x-rayed” to see whether thirds 
are developing? 

At the present time, you should 
be able to make this girl a partial 
lower lingual bar denture, supply- 
ing the left lower molars to prevent 
elongation of the upper first molar. 
This, of course, should be altered 
or eliminated later if and when the 
third molar is ready to erupt into 
useful position. You would, of 
course, have to grind the second 
bicuspids somewhat to provide 
space for occlusal rests and an em- 
brasure clasp on the right side.— 
V. C. SMEDLEY. 


Possible Oral Cancer 


Q.—About six months ago I made 
full upper and lower acrylic dentures 
for a woman in her fifties and in ap- 
parent good health. Some months pre- 
viously she had had dentures made in 
another city but was not satisfied with 
their effect on her facial appearance and 
so wore them intermittently. 

The dentures I made were satisfactory 
to her, but not long after she began 
to wear them a curious thing (at least 
to me) occurred. She developed a sore 
spot on the soft palate 3 or 4 mm. be- 
yond the posterior border of the upper 
denture on the right side. 

Thinking it was a canker sore, or 
something similar, she began a regime 
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of gargling with baking soda and warm 
water and continued it for a few weeks 
to no avail. Then she discovered that by 
leaving the dentures out at night there 
was less soreness in the morning. How- 
ever, after inserting them the next day, 
the discomfort increased until by mid- 
afternoon she developed a sore throat. 

She then consulted me about it be- 
cause she was concerned about the pos- 
sibility of carcinoma. 

Examination showed a raised, red 
area with some whitening on the sur- 
face. It was irregular in shape, about 
3 mm. wide by 15 mm. long and several 
mm. beyond the right posterior border 
of the denture. 

I relieved both posterior palatine 
areas on the denture and checked the 
posterior for infringement on the soft 
palate. There was none, but I shortened 
the posterior border on the right side 
anyway. 

I did not see the patient again until 
recently, despite my instructions for 
her to return if there was no relief. She 
has told me since that she assumed 
there was no connection between the 
denture and the sore spot. So she went 
along that way for several months, wear- 
ing the dentures when she could and 
leaving them out otherwise. 

A few weeks ago she consulted her 
physician as to the possibility of car- 
cinoma of the mouth. He discounted the 
probability of it also, and advised her 
to leave the dentures out entirely. She 
did so, and the condition improved 
markedly, but recurred as soon as she 
began to wear them again. The physi- 
cian then referred her back to me. 

I found the mouth about the same as 
when she had left my office last. The 
inflamed area was about 5 mm. behind 
the posterior border of the denture, with 
apparently normal tissue between the 
two. 

I again relieved the posterior palatine 
areas and then took a reline impression 
inside the upper denture, hoping to 
establish equal pressure on the palate 
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and gingival ridges. The patient was | 
advised to wear the temporarily relined | 
denture for several days to see if there | 
was any improvement. 

She tried it to no avail; the condi- 
tion remained the same. 

Any information you can give me on 
this case will be gratefully accepted by 
the patient and by me.—J. G. T., 
Michigan. 

A.—It is difficult to believe that 
the denture is causing this irrita- 
tion of the soft palate when the be- 
ginning of the inflamed area is 5 
mm. distal to the border of the 
denture. 

I certainly think that either you 
or her physician should remove a 
sample of this tissue for a biopsy. 
—V. C. SMEDLEY. 


Treatment of Dry Sockets 

Q.—I have just read the comments 
on the subject of dry sockets with 
guaiacol and glycerine published in 
Ask OrAL Hyctene. I should like to 
know what the proportion of each is in 
making the solution —F. B. M., Kansas. 

A.—Upon receipt of your letter 
I went through two textbooks and 
many articles describing the treat- 
ment of “dry sockets” and not one 
writer mentioned guaiacol and gly- 
cerine as a treatment. This was in- 
teresting to me, since some of my 
correspondents have reprimanded 
me for not knowing about guaiacol 
and glycerine in the treatment of 
this distressing condition. 

But to answer your question, | 
can give no other authority than 
one of my correspondents who 
wrote me that he used guaiacol 
and glycerine in equal parts.—

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NO DENTIST WILL BE ALLOWED TO ADMINISTER ANESTHESIA 


The formation of the American Dental Society of Anesthesiology at 
Miami last fall gives grounds for present hope and future promise. The 
searching directness of the following passages extirpated from the re- 
cently published News Monthly of this Society are well worthy of repe- 
tition: “To whom shall we turn? Recently there have been direct or 
devious legislative attempts to limit or prohibit dentists from adminis- 
tering anesthetics. These attempts have been made in Maryland, New 
York and West Virginia (in West Virginia this included local) ... To 
whom could we turn? There was no official body to represent the dentist 
in anesthesia—no official spokesman ...In New York State, the State 
Board of Education ruled that dentists were ineligible to administer 
anesthetics in hospitals. Stop your reading one moment and determine 
all the ramifications of this ruling...If ineligible in hospitals, why 
would the same thing be allowed to remain eligible elsewhere? Anes- 
thesia is anesthesia, whether in a barn, office or other room, called an 
“operating room” in a hospital. If this becomes standard, where will a 
dentist obtain adequate knowledge? If this becomes standard, in one 
veneration, no dentist will be allowed to administer anesthesia—for it 
will be able to be proved that he is substandard in his knowledge. No 
dentist will be able to adequately evaluate and determine whether his 
patient should receive a certain anesthesia; nor could he himself ade- 
quately evaluate the individual administering of an anesthetic to his own 
patient... To whom shall we turn? Who will teach in schools, hospi- 
tals, and institutions? Whose standards and criteria will be used? Who 
will be the repository of and disseminator for all information to dentists 
pertaining to anesthesia? Each year, for example, we get reports of 
cardiac arrest under local anesthesia. There is already on record a suit 
for failure to institute cardiac massage as a life-saving measure. Where 
can a dentist obtain the necessary background to combat such?” ...To 
whom can we turn? The unalterable answer must be that since dentistry 
is responsible for the total dental health care of its patients, it is morally) 
responsible for the standards and methods of anesthesia employed. It 
can no more slough off its obligations in the field of anesthesia than it 
can discard its obligations in operative or prosthetic dentistry or any 
other phase of practice. Like the spider, we must be the organizers and 
architects of our own organization. It is impractical to attempt to lay 
our personal burden elsewhere. Science is the willing servant of all 
mankind, and the fruits of its research are not the prerequisite or pre- 
rogative of any restricted group.—Kditorial, Oral Health, Toronto, 
Canada.

History 

The first investigation of a hemostat 
with an action comparable to Adreno- 
sem Salicylate was made by Derouaux 
and Roskam! in 1937.

What caused this artifact ? 


Aninteresting prob- 
lem recently arose 
which was solved 
with the help of a 
Du Pont Technical 
Representative. A 
dentist obtained a 
fine white line on 
about half his radio- 
graphs. He checked 
a number of pos- 
sible causes before 
calling on us for assistance. 

Our representative discovered that the 
lines were not reproduced in the same 
position on successive exposures and 
appeared only in views of upper teeth 
(see above). No lines were noted on 
x-rays of lower teeth . . . with the cone 
set at an upward angulation. 

These facts indicated presence of a 
loose foreign body inside the cone itself, 
which cast a shadow on the film when 
tube was pointed downward. 

After the cone was removed, a fine 
steel shaving was located, confirming our 
representative’s theory about the artifact. 
Removal of shaving completely elimi- 
nated the trouble.
